ternational agreement, if that can be

Why 
is it that the Government pays all its 
obligations in gold and issues bonds to 
get the gold, with plenty of other kinds 
of money in its vaults, if the debt-pay- 
ing and purchasing power of tho dol- 
lar, whether silver, paper or gold, is the 
same?
